ST. PETERSBURG, Monday even- 
ing, Dec. 4.— (Via Eydkunen, Dec. 
5.) — Although there appears to 
be no foundation for tho prevailing 
fears that an outbreak is Imminent, the 
population continues in a state of anx- 
ious suspense. The garrison has now 
been reinforced by forty-two battalions 
of infantry, fifteen squadrons of cavalry 
nnd twelve machine gun batteries. Tit" 
city is divided into four districts, under 
Generals Osasoff, Dubenslti, Sternut and 
Trod ski, respectively. 

The government, it is reported, nar- 
rowly frustrated a plot whereby a thou- 
sand armed men 'bad arranged to raid 
tho state treasury. One of the conspir- 
ators, it is said, betrayed his follows, 
whereupon the leaders, knowing that 
their attack could fie repulsed by the 
troops with great slaughter, abandoned 
it. The existence of this conspiracy 
led to a report that, martial law would 
■he proclaimed tomorrow (Tuesday), but 
this is authoritatively denied.

This Is a. great holiday here and all 
the factories and mills tire closed. 
The workmen took advantage of the 
holiday lo hold numerous meetings. 
The principal meeting was held in a 
large hull known us Salt City, and was 
attended by over a thousand persons. 
Father' Gapon was In the audience, 
but he was not recognized. When 
ids name was mentioned by the speak- 
ers it was received with great cheer- 
ing. Among those at the meeting 
were several social democrats', who 
urged upon the workingmen that their 
economic salvation depended upon the 
realization of the political programme 
outlined by the socialists. The work- 
men refused to listen to these ap- 
peals, which were received with shouts 
of "Enough! Enough!" 

Social Democrats Defeated 

The social democrats were thorough- 
ly discomfited. After their departure 
the meeting proceeded to discuss the 
organization of monster unions, which 
it was decided will be formed in ac- 
cordance with plans outlined by Father 
Gapon, and a deputation was appoint- 
ed to wait upon Count WItte to pre- 
sent a request to that end. 

The strike of the post and telegraph 
employees appears to be no nearer a 
solution. The streets are still occu- 
pied by troops. The striking tele- 
graph operators attempted to hold a 
meeting today in the building of the 
Imperial Economic Society. The pres- 
ident of the society was informed that 
the meeting could not be held without 
tho authority of the prefect of police, 
and he drr/vo to the prefecture to 
obtain the desired permission. Mean- 
while Cossacks entered and demanded 
that tlie meeting disperse. 

The Strikers Refused to Obey 
the demand, whereupon a commissary 
of police ordered the Cossacks and the 
police to disperse the meeting, which 
they did, beating all who remained 
with the Hats of their swords nnd 
with their whips. This affair appar- 
ently has strengthened the determina- 
tion of the strikers to stand firm until 
their demands are granted. 

The Novoe Vremya ascribes Cue 
strike of the telegraphers chiefly to 
the absence of provisional regulations 
for the application of the Emperor's 
manifesto pending the meeting of the 
state douma. The paper demands 
that the government hasten the libera- 
tion of these regulations, as the delay 
is beginning to exhaust the patience of 
tho nation. 

The cou'P.cil of ministers now Is dis- 
cussing tho question of making the 
ministers of war nnd marine respon- 
sible to the premier, which was one 
of the demands of the zemstvo con- 
gress. The council also is engaged 
In drafting a new press law.

Outlook Says Dominion Is Not 
Interested In European 
Complications. 
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LONDON, Dec. 5.— The Outlook in 
an article on "The loosening of 
the Empire" referring to Cana- 
da's asking to make her own treat- 
ies, says thiM- request implies the growth 
of Canadian conviction that Canada is 
not concerned with the interests of 
Great Britain in Europe nnd that she 
must he prepared lo work out her own 
political destiny by herself, and for her- 
self. Deep down in the national con- 
'' sciousness of the Canadian people is the 
idea that if the treaty of mutual prefer- 
ence cannot be made with the mother 
country, then it .must be arranged with 
the United Stat it- in order 'that the 
younger polity may not ho molested 
during its growing time. 

Tired of Compliments 
Sir Frederick (Pollock writing in the 
Nineteenth Century on "Imperialism 
and Canadian Opinion," referring to his 
recent visit to Canada says fchnil Cana- 
dian loyalty was among the elementary 
ittbines we had no need to talk a lion!. 
"If 1 were a Canadian 1 think 1 should 
prefer to hear no more of it. Surely it is 
rather an ambiguous compliment as be- 
tween citizens of the empire lo assure a 
man effusively that, one does not suspect 
liim of treasonable or seditious inten- 
tions-. My own ibellef is that some of 
our mouthing •over Canadian loyalty is 
dangerously near that: kind of cant 
which might well offend selfrespeetlng 
Canadians aim obscure our own percep- 
tion for the facts." Referring to tilte 
proposed "Council of the Empire" Sir 
Frederick Pollock declared. "Onr dis- 
eusc!cjl2 in London that] ruled out at an 
early stage all proposals which would 
invest the council of the empire with 
any kind of compulsory authority to fix 



contributions for imperial purposes, not 
only been use it would .be a grave consti- 
tutional innovation at home, but 'because 
there ivnt, no prospect ol obtaining the 
consent of the self-governing colonies to 
the creation of such tin authority. That 
conclusion has been amply CO 11 firmed by 
all I could hear from one end of Can- 
ada lo Hie other, hut for a mere hand- 
ful of euthuidnsts who ore still wedded 
to old projects of Imperial federation but 
are nut eftVotJve power in Canadian poli- 
tics.

T yesterday's session of the henr- 
Ing Of the water works question 
in the supreme court, Tileodore 
Lubbe, secretary of the Esqui- 
mau Water Works Company, was on 
Hi... witness stand the entire day. in 
the forenoon he was examined by Fred 
Peters, K'. C, counsel for the Ksijul- 
malt Water Works Company; and in 
the afternoon ho was cross-examined 
by W. J. Taylor, K. C, lor the 
city of Victoria, On opening the 
ease, Mr. Peters desired lo know 
where the notices of the city 
hud been posted. Mr. Lubbe stated 
thai one had been posted on the edge 
of toe proposed reservoir and tho 
others at the bottom of the reservoir. 
The reservoirs are not yet constructed, 
but the company have them under con- 
templation. They are to be used In 
equalizing the present supply of water. 
In explaining his statements he said 
that at present the water loaves the 
power house in an unequal quantity 
every day, sometimes running as high 
as S0,000-,000 gallons and at other times 
about 2,000,000. 

At this juncture Mr. Taylor took ex- 
ception to the line of questioning and 
desired to have some explanation of 
what il was going to lead to. 

His Lordship Mr. Justice Duff was 
not prepared to say at that stago 
whether the questioning was revelaut 
or nut, hut ho did not think it would 
bo right to shut off the examination 
at that stiige. 

Mr. Lubbe, continuing, stated that 
the company intended to build a res- 
ervoir on Waugh Creek, which Is tho 
only available one for the site. 

Mr. Peters wished to know what is 
the total supply of Goldstream at 'tho 
4£j0-foot level. 

Capacity of Watershed 
Mr. Lubbe stated that there Is at 
present 12,180 acres of watershed, ac- 
cording to Mr. Adams' report. Cf 
this, is on the Waugh Creek 

watershed, 3,200 on the Goldstream, 
4,445 on the Niagura Creek, and the 
balance on the power house watershed, 
with a. capacity of 37,036,800 imperial 
gallons per day. The minimum rain- 
fall for 12 years was 05 inches, from 
which had to be deducted 16 inches 
for evaporation. Of this amount of 
water the company 'tire at present 
using about 40 per cont. 

His Lordship desired to know what 
he meant by "using." From what tho 
wdtness had said the GO per cent, 
would not he excessive in cost. 

Mr. Lubbe stated that the company 
can supply 40 per cent, and the GO 
per cent, would not be excessive In 
poBh, The total number olf lnclldN 
available was 2,470, nnd it would sup- 
ply 15,000,000 gallons per day. In 1004 
they hud "supplied the British Colunw- 
bla Electric Railway Company with! 
about 8.500,000, nnd- for this year It 
was a little more. On the day that 
the city hud posted their notices tho 
electric company had used S,539,0(H> 
gallons. The company hud applied, to 
the legislature Mr Incorporation in 
1K02, and they had practically under- 
stood that there would be no objec-< 
Hons to the passage of the bill. This, 
however, was wrong. Both the city; 
and tlie electric company opposed it. 
The citizens at a public meeting lia'd 
drafted a petition to the legislature 
asking them to disallow tho act. 

Mr. Bodwell objected to the evi- 
dence which was being given; and 
Mr. Peters stated that he intended to 
show that up to this time tho city had 
acknowledged their right nnd also that 
there had been negotiations between 
tho company and the city. 

Passage of the Act 
Two petitions had been presented, 
both desiring that the legislature should 
not allow the passage of the act. lie- 
sides this, the witness had been in con- 
versation with Mayor Heaven nnd had 
told him that the company hud expend- 
ed $180,000. He suggested that shared 
amounting to 8200,000 he taken by tho 
city to lay a 24-inch main, thus giving 
them a say in tlie management of tho 
company. The council had not endors- 
ed this, however, nnd the negotiations 
were dropped. They were again open- 
ed in 1003. roiii that ilute correspond* 
ence hud been carried on until this year, 
which closed after the company hail 
made their offer to take $1,271,000 fou 
their holdings. 

The contract of the 15. C. Electric Co, 
was then taken up nnd Mr. Bodwell ob- 
jected on the grounds that if was not oil 
any importance.

the company to supply n maximum ofi 
15,000,000 gallons per day or a mini- 
mum of 4,000,000 per day.

The 
city by the secret contract would get 
$1,000 for every additional million gal- 
lons per day. By supplying Li.(MIO,000

IMPORTANT DECISION. 

U. S, Supreme Court Decides That 
Huge Surpluses Must Be Distributed 

New York, Dec. 5. — The demurrers 
of the Equitable Life Assurance So- 
ciety's directors and trustees to the 
complaint of Rowland D. Euford, who 
brought suit to have a just and lawful 
distribution of the society's surplus, 
were sustained In the supreme court 
today. Buford claims that in 190,4 the 
society distributed in dividends among 
the policyholders the sum of $6,001,900, 
of which he received $13. He asserts 
that Ihe sum which should have been 
distributed was $86,076,116, of which 
his proportion would have been $1S8. 
Justice Scott In sustaining the de- 
murrers gave leave to Buford to 
amend his complaint within twenty 
days. Justice Scott in his decision 
said : 

"The principal question suggested 
by this complaint Is whether or not 
the policyholders of the defendant 
society are entitled as a matter of 
strict legal right to the proportionate 

Distribution of tho Entire Surplus 
of the society over and above the 
legal reserve required by law. A 
policyholder and the company hi which 
he is Insured bear to each other only 
the relation of two contracting parties, 
and the policy constitutes the contract 
between then,

RAILROAD STATION COLLAPSES. 

! Part of Charing Cross Depot Succumbs 
Killing Sovoral. 

London, Dec. 5, — Ninety feet, of Hie 
roof of the southernmost end of the 
Charing Cross railroad station collapsed 
without warning today, currying with 
it some forty workmen who were en- 
gaged in repairs on this section of the 
roof. Tile casually list of this extraor- 
dinary nccidenl includes only two per- 
sons who are known In have been killed, 
two are missing and probably buried 
beneath Ions of debris, eight seriously in- 
jured and twenty slightly injured. The 
falling walls of the depot crushed the 
roof of the Avenue theatre nd joining the 
station, injuring therein several men. 
Hundreds Had Narrow Escape 

Four trains stood in the station ready 
to stnrf nnd hundreds of persons were 
gathered on the platforms awaiting the 
departure of suburban trains and tho ar- 
rival of the continental express which 
was due in a few minutes, when the 
walls supporting tlie great iron spnns 
fell forward. With this support re- 
moved the spans fell with a tremendous 
crash, crushing the foremost cars, which, 
happily, were not occupied, but the fall- 
ing roof carried with it the workmen 
who hud been swarming among the gird- 
ers. 

All tho casualties wore confined to the 
■workmen in tlm station anil on the roof 
of the theatre and to a few station 
hands. Xo passengers were hurt.

The Tariff Commission 

The contention that a combine ex- 
isted in the fruit and vegetable can-

'Not only 
has .the exhibit as a svUolo won feUo gold 
riiecl.il in competitiou 'with all corners, 
hut Individual exhibitors have carried 
off .six special gift medals and six so- 
ciety medals. In other words, it would 
appear that our Srnlt growers hare 
s\voi>t everything 'before them. This in 
the hovirt of the Empire is a notahle 
adiiovement. 

-he success is nil the more .xLrnifi- 
ca,nt from the fact that specinl efforts 
were jnnde by Ontario and Nova Scotia 
to capture the medal 'this year. Last 
year k was Coif by the fruit growers of 
tlioso provinces that, British, Columbia 
faafl slippeil in unexpectedly with a 
fine display nnd caught >tihem nAppiny- 
lAU parties having this year hud due 
warning and made duo .preparation, the 
awards worn on 'Jio .merits of tho fruit 
growing capabilities of the ec-7or.il pro- 
vinces computing.

GREAT BRITAIN.

What, has been indicated as probable 
for I be oast week or two has come about 
in the resignation of the Balfour minis- 
try. Mr. Balfour has handed in Ins res- 
ignation ns premier, and the leader or tlie 
Liberals, , Sir EL Campbell-Banuermaii, 
has been culled upon lo form n n admin- 
istration, and has no doubt PlKjceeded in 
go doing. From a political point or 
view Mr. Balfour has timed his resig- 
nation well. To some extent he has 
caught the Liberals napping and in u 
position of nnpreparediiess for the exi- 
gency*; It is true, they knew for snine 
t iuie tlmt the end must be uea r, but t bey 
did not. anticipate that dissolution would 
take place before the next meeting of 
Parliament. 

TJ*e most supjjrjitire feature about 



! the formation of the new cabinet, it is 
said, will bp. the complete Ignoring of 
Lord Ito«ehery, a Conner Liberal pre- 
mier, and an 'ackndwlottged lender of 
the party. It may be necented an a 
clear indication of (lie policy which will 
be followed Lord Itosehery is strong- 
ly imperialistic 'in his. sympathies and at- 
titude generally, and be is opposed to 
Home Utile as outlined in Mr. C lad- 
stone's historic plan. lie is, therefore; 
not acceptable to, is, in fact, unpopular, 
with the Little Englande.r school of 
'Liberals, the Irish members of l'ariin- 
uient and the Labor parly, a trinity of 
elements in combination by which Sir H; 
'Compbell-Bnnnbrninn hopes to win the 
coming elections and bold power, Tlicce 
is a reported understanding between the 
Irish and Labor .panics, who hope by 
uniting forces to control any government 
in power, and it is well known that the 
Liberal leader has been fishing for the 
support of the Irish members by a prom- 
ise of Home Rule of some feilnd. Hi* 
speech at Stirling brought u tempest 
about his cars from J;liase Liberals who 
are not: Little Engiandors mid who were 
not blind followers of Mr. Gladstone. 
Since then, we are informed, lie has beep 
more wary, and has bad some kind of 
conference by which his views en the 
Irish question lias boon explained to bis 
doubtful followers "en the side,"' so to 
speak. 

It may be taken fur granted that no 
government in Great Brdtaln, even if il 
succeeds at an eleetloa, can remain long 
in power if il depends for its existence 
upon a coalition of (lie three political 
forces referred to. There is a strong 
element in the Liberal parly that will 
never give its adherence, even nominally, 
to a programme which embraces the po- 
litical aims and aspirations of surh an 
aggregation. The Liberal leader will 
not be permitted, to play fast and loose 
with the serious-minded statesmen of 
bis parly, and it is equally certain that 
no declaration of policy will be satisfac- 
tory to the other wings which he wishes 
to construct that is not explicit on ai 
least the main issues they have made 
for themselves. It is clear, therefore, 
that, while the difficulties of Mr. Balfour 
in carrying on the government were ap- 
parent, those of Sir II. Cauiphell-Bun- 
nerman in stepping into his shoes are not 
less serious. Lord Hosebery, for in- 
stance, is not a political power in Great 
Britain, hut he is sufficiently strong to 
materially weaken an administration that 
seeks to ignore his views. The Littio 
Bnglandcr is out of sympathy with tlie 
sentiment of the great mass of English- 
men, and the Irish and Labor parties 
are playing for their own bauds irrespect- 
ive of nil other considerations. Elim- 
inate these elements, and what is left — 
the remainder — is greater and stronger 
than what has been taken out. 

Mr. Balfour for the time being was 
undoubtedly greatly weakened by the I 
issue introduced by Mr. Chamberlain. A 
new cleavage in politics was created, but i 
his administration,- so seriously shaken 
by his indecisive and uncertain attitude 
on tho trade question, in a large measure i 
redeemed itself by a record in many de- 
partments, and especially in (lie foreign 
policy, of which, as the London Times | 
remarks, it may be sincerely proud, i 
The Liberal leader goes to the country 
hampered by the lack of definite policy 
on any of the large questions in British 
politics, and under the suspicion of "un- 
holy alliances." Tlie parly thill will 
he opposed to him will represent a fu- 
sion of elements having common ideals 
in view. One of these is the unification, 
tlie strengthening, ami the development i 
of the British Empire on well-defined 
lines. When Mr. Chamberlain made 
his sensational debut as an advocate of 
an Imperial preferential trade scheme | 
for tin; Empire it was thought I hat he 
hud hopelessly disrupted tiie Unionist 
party, but the forces that separated it 
will bring it together again in another 
form. The party ns a whole has de- 
clared for fiscal reform. Chamber- 
lain embodied the same principle in his 
scheme, only in a too definite form to be 
readily digested. It is a question of as- 
similation. We ventured tlie prediction 
the other day that all Imperialists would 
be able to find shelter under a common 
roof. That roof is what Mr. Balfour 
calls a •common constructive policy on 
which all Unionist s can agree, leaving 
the details to be worked out when the 
time arrives to give it effect, Mr. Bal- 
four's .strength, as leader of practically 
a new party, is an ideal for the Em- 
pire: the weakness of his opponents is a 
policy of 'complete negation.

There are, therefore, serious 
risks in carrying on a campaign of tlmt 
kind against the eastern sections of Can- 
ada. Mr. Boss may even be rebuked 
by his senatorial leader in the province, 
who lias been training his gun on the 
Colonist, for a much less offence. AVe 
strongly support, in tlie interests of those 
members "who faithfully represent West- 
ern ideas and Western ideals" at Ottawa?, 
having that mileage matter set right; 
but above all things we advise them to 
be careful what they say about the 
"east."

LIFE INSURANCE. 

Ottawa Citizen. 

A great deal lias been written and said 
about life insurance in the Inst few 
mouths. A great amount of this lias been 
the production 'of those who have not 
studied life Insurance, nor looked into tlie 
matter carefully before expressing them- 
selves. In tills way a great many wrong 
Impressions have lieeu left on tlie public 
mind, which tlie citizen will endeavor to 
correct. 

it Is not the Citizen's Intention to go 
into the matter of • Investigation, which 
bus keen the cause of a greater part of 
the recent writing. lint as we find, by rc- 
Fcrrlug to the government blue hooks, 
tlmt one hundred millions of Insurance 
was taken out in Canada last year, t lit? 
Citizen feels Unit Ihe public should know 
some of the principles upon which this 
business Is built. in this article the se- 
curity vi*-!ch the policy-holders have, un- 
der tlie Dominion government, of old line 
companies, whether domestic or foreign, 

will lie dealt with. ' 

The Dominion govern men t looks upon a 
life Insurance policy, when Issued by ihe, 
company, as a liability "f that company, | 
just as it busluess man' looks upon a prom- 
issory note given by himself, ns a liability. 
The amount of tun t liability In insurance 
policies depends upon the nature of the 
policy, whether h be an endowment, go 
payment life, ordinary life or term insur- 
ance, jest as the liability of a promissory 
nolo depends upon the amount of it, and 
the length of time 11 has to run before 
due. In oilier words, tlie present worth 
of a promissory note Is the present lia- 
bility of the man giving the note. 

The government under the Insurance 
act compels the Canadian life Insurance 
companies to shew assets on hand lo cover 
their total liability or legal reserve nt the 
eiid of each year and with foreign com- 
panies to phiee with the receiver-general 
or tlie trustees an amount sufficient to 
cover all the liabilities of nil their policies 
issued. Tills must be put up on not less 
than a 8% per cent, basts, although a few 
of the companies have voluntarily put 
tills up on a :i per cent, basis, Let US il- 
lustrate more clearly what we mean by 
this liability. If a 20-yenr endowment 
policy for $1,000 at the age of :t."> years 
were Issued, nnd the net amount of pre- 
mium on said policy was $40, 12, the com- 
pany Issuing the sail! policy and putting 
up the reserve on a ,'iMi per cent, basis 
would he required to place wick the gov- 
ernment the following amounts from year 
to ycor: First year, $32.86; second year, 
$07.00; third year, $102.03; fourth year, 
$13!).«3; tilth year, ?1T8.1S: sixth year, 
$218.28; seventh year, $260,03; eighth 
year. ?:l(«.r,I; ninth venr, $:M8.80; tenth 
year, ?h".l,1.!>0; eleventh year, $4-13.07; 
twelfth year, I407.M; thirteenth year, 
$535:38; fourteenth year, $007.52; fifteenth 
year. $006,10; sixteenth year. $727.23; 
eighteenth year, $857.39; nineteenth year, 
$027.28; twentieth year. $1,000, or In other 
words, the above figures quoted are the 
liability ot the company Issuing the policy. 
That is, at the end or ten years tlie poller 
represents a liability of $393.0!) to the 
company. This amount at 3'/5 per cent. In- 
terest, together with tlie other tea pay- 
ments, which would he paid, would amount 
to $1,000, when the policy matures. Tills 
Is called the legal reserve or net ro-insnr- 
ance, that Is, any other life Insurance com- 
pany doing Imslness on a 3% per cent, 
basis would accept this policy when ten 
payments had been made, by being hand- 
ed oyer tlu legal reserve of $305.90. To 
the company taking the risk this policy Is 
like a promissory note for ?1,<HV> at the 
end of the twenty years, and the legal re- 
serve of any one year Is sufficient With 
other payments to hie made to pay full 
amount; 

Willi n twenty payment life policy It Is 
different. This poller does not giinrantec 
$1,000 at the end of twenty years, hut 
guarantees that $1,000 will be pnhl nt 
death, To lllust rate: If a man 33 years 
old lakes mil n twenty payment life policy, 
be is 53 years old when he lias made the 
last payment. According to the mortality 
table, men of that ace nverajte seventeen 
more years of life. The government there- 
for looks upon tills liability as falling due 
seventeen years hence. The Insured does 
not have lo pay any more premiums, but 
the guarantee with the government is not 
as great as that of an endowment policy, 
which calls for SI. 000 when ho Is 53 years 
old. or twenty years from (he time of tak- 
ing il out. The guarantee on the twenty 
payment life policy Is prnrtlcnlly tlmt 
amount of money which at ,'!'(, ner cent. 
Interest will amount to the $1,000 seven- 
teen years hence, at the time it will be 
due. 

It will he seen by these figures that that 
part of a policy, In nil life insurance com- 
panies, other than that of profits, is abso- 
lutely safe, regardless of management or. 
mismanagement of the different companies.

would accept the legal reserve only on n 
•I Mi per cent, basis, but on policies Issued 
since that time they will not accept less 
than &>£ per cent., although, ns stated be- 
fore, about half a dozen companies doing 
business la Canada have voluntarily put 
their legal reserve on a 3 per cent, basis, 
which gives even n greater amount of pro- 
tection to the policy holders than Is call- 
ed for by tlie government. 

It is quite clear from this tlmt It Is ab- 
solutely necessary for nil life Insurance 
companies to build up large assets, other- 
wise they would not hold their outstanding 
liabilities or legal reserve. Not furnishing 
this legal reserve Is just what hns caused 
the trouble lii society insurance;

Stale Hospital In Adlrondacks Shows Encour. 
aS'ng Flgures.-.I05 Patients DUcharged. 
The trustees of the New York 
State Hospital for Incipient Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis in the Adiron- 
dacks have issued their completed 
statistics for the first year, which is, 
as. follows : There were admitted 
207 patients, more than half of 
whom were incipients. There were 
no deaths. Of the 105 patients dis- 
charged, fifty-two were apparently 
recovered. Twenty-six arrested cases 
are reported. Sixteen improved, 
while eleven left without any im- 
provement. Thr treatment consists 
mainly of outdoor air, wholesome 
food and rest. Patients have three 
full meals and two or three lun- 
cheons a day, and 90 of the 105 
gained an average of 10,57 pounds 
each. This is certainly most en- 
couraging and shows that incipient 
consumptives at least can be cured. 
There is another treatment perhaps 
almost as good. Stay home, use 
cold baths in the morning, get as

In Japan. The Uusshui steamers, which 
were Interned at Shanghai after the Bnl- 
tlc fleet was dispersed, arrived al Kobe on 
the 11th and loaded full ^implements or 
prisoners. Soon after leaving a message 
was sent to I he vessels by Admiral Danll- 
olT, who Is in charge oj the delivery of 
the prisoners, ordering their return to 
Nagasaki because of the outbreak ill Vladi- 
vostok. The prisoners were Informed by 
Japanese of the outbreak vvheu liny re- 
turned to Nagasaki and demanded that 
they be transported there. Mutinies fol- 
lowed the anchorage of the steamers at 
Nagasaki and a hundred Japanese police, 
armed with swords, were scut to each ves- 
sel and effectually quelled the disturbance 
before bloodshed resulted The transports 
were afterward taken outside the harbor 
limits and several Japanese torpedo boats 
ordered to stand by lo prevent further out- 
breaks. 

Arrivals In Japanese port.- from Vladi- 
vostok report that, tile rioting al Vladivos- 
tok was caused by the arrival of thou- 
sands of troops t'i i the front; who riot- 
ed, burning houses and killing people met 
with on the streets. At one large hotel 
it Is reported iuul 200 persons were mas- 
sacred.

Needloss Alarm Stampedes Spanish 
Immigrants on Steamer at Anchor 

Havana, Dec. 5. — A wild panic on 
board the French line etenmer La 
Ohampngno today resulted in Hie injury 
of six persons and the possible drown- 
ing of from three to six others. The 
Champagne arrived from French mil 
Spanish ports with L'oO cabin and 1 - 
-Hit) steerage passengers. 

The steamship had a small cargo anil 
'luit little coal, and after anchoring an I 
discharging the cabin passengers she 
began coaling. 

At tlie time she was slightly listed unci 
the crowd of Spanish immigrants swn ril- 
ing to one side to wntoh tlie lighters, 
caused her to list more and take in a 
quantity of water in lew open coil 
chutes. Some of the light erhieh called 
out thai tlio ship was sinking and the 
frightened 

Immigrants Struggled and Fought 
for a chance to escape. Some .four 'lniu- 
dred women and men jumped to the 
lighters, and a scire of men , into tlie 
■ water. A few of these swum ashore,

THE WHEEL. 

Six Day Race 

New York, Dee. 5. — Twelve teams 
out of t(ie sixteen that started Mon- 
day morning survived the accidents 
and exhaustion of the first thirty 
hours of the six-day bicycle race at 
Madison .Square Garden, and still re- 
mained ir. the race when the sun rose 
today. Throughout the night there 
were occasional falls as some tired 
rider failed to steer his machine ac- 
curately, but there were no serious in- 
juries. Today's crowd of spectators 
began to arrive before the all-night 
watchers had left. In fact many of 
the spectators have bjen in the garden 
continuously since tlie race started at 
midnight on Sunday. 

The twelve teams were tied for first 
position at 9 o'clock, which was the 
end of tlie thirty-third hour. They 
were then a fraction more than 85 
miles behind tlie record and were con- 
tinually dropping behind, having lost 
live miles between S and !l o'clock 
loduy. This was partly due to the 
withdrawal at midnight last night of 
Charles Venoni, the Italian rider, who 
was the fighting spirit of the racers 
and the leader of nearly all spurts 
during the early hours of the race. 
This rider was first a member of the 
Swiss-Italian team, and after his part- 
ner in that team had broken a rib. 
Joined the Mexican team, where an 
injury had left a vacancy; but at 
midnight Fred Castro of Mexico, his 
new team mate, became exhausted and 
Venoni was compelled to drop out, be- 
cause he had no one to ride with. 
After he left the track, the others rode 
slowly, resting themselves for several 
hours. The other teams were repre- 
sented by Floyd Krebs of Newark and 
Alexander Peterson of Chicago, and tlie 
Afro- American team, represented by 
tlie New York riders, Melvin Dove and 
Ulysses Grant Scott. At 9 a, m, the 
score was 094 miles and two laps.

OF B. C. INDUSTRIES 



Project to Utilize Silver Ores to 
Extract 8ulphur!c 
Acid. 



A company will invest $1,."00,(M) hi 
a plant to utilize the silver ores of 
Hastings, and to extract sulphuric acid 
by the contact process, according to an 
'announcement mnde at the .meeting at 
Hie National Club of the Canadian Sec- 
tion of Chemical Industry, by Mr. N'ie- 
ghorn, manugor of the Canadian Chem- 
ical Company, Loudon says the Toronto 
Gl(»be. 

An interesting review of the indus- 
tries of British Columbia was .given by 
Professor W. It. Lang of the University 
of Toronto, who had an interesting and 
Instructive trip through that part of 
Canada . -tiring the past summer. 

In Victoria there are vinegar works, 
plonts for tho •preparation of coffee and 
splcos, and also of sulphuric acid, soap 
work-s, and paint varnish and color fac- 
tories. Vancouver also has important 
factories. 

Affor referring to the great fishing 
industry of the Province, Prof. Lang 
passed on to minerals, referring espe- 
cially to zinc deposits, platinum, osmir- 
Idium and mercury. 

A visit to fhe lead-copper reduction 
and chemical works at Trail and Hie 
copper-gold ores of Itosslnud prove I 
highly interesting to the Professor, who 
gave bis audience Interesting in- 
formation about the production. of elec- 
trolytic lead and the manufacture of 
lead pipe, adding the remark thai tho 
establishment of works in enstorn Can- 
ada for the corrosion of lead anil the 
manufacture therefrom of white-lea l 
and other pigments should open up a 
large market for the output of .this 
metal from British Columbia, 

•.Nelson, with its smelting works, 
Kootenay Landing, wilh its great coal 
belt, and fertile and Morrissey, with 
their great coke ovens, were described 
iu considerable detail, including, the ob- 
serviitlolns that provision is made to re- 
cover coke by-products.

'Harvey In hon- 
or of the humorist's seventieth birthday. 
About 170 authors were present, nearly 
half of them women. During the dinner 
a congratulatory cable wus received .from 
England signed by forty of the most, 
distinguished writers there, including 
Thomas Hardy, George Meredith, Alfred 
Austin, Arthur BttlfOWr, Hudyard Kip- 
ling, Anthony Hope, Sir Gilbert Parker, 
Sir Gonan Doyle, Ian MacLaren, Mrs. 
Humphrey Ward and Israel /.angwill. 

The principal souvenir each guest 
received was a large bust Of "Murk 
Twain" half life size. 

President Roosevelt and .loc L. Chand- 
ler Harris sent letters, und among those 
who spoke or presented poems were VY. 
D. Uowells, Richard Watson Gilder, 
Henry Van Dyke, • Bruiider Matthews. 
Weir Mitchell, Kate Douglas Wiggin, 
I 'John Kendricl; Bangs, Amelia liarr. 
Hamilton \V. Maine, Caroline Wells, Irv- 
ing Bncueller, lie* Bench, Andrew Car- 
negie, Geo. W. Cable, Louis Morgan Sill, 
l Iiopkinson Smith, Agnes Replier, and 
Virginia Prascr Boyle. 

Mark Twain Speaks 
When Mark Twain arose to speak he 

could (ml proi d for several minutes 

on account of the <du.>ers. He said in 
part: 

"1 have achieved my 70 years in the 
usual way — by sticking strictly to a 
scheme of life which would kill any- 
body else. Since 40 I have been regu- 
lar about going to bed and getting ui>— 
and that is one of the main things I 
have made a rule, to go to bed when 
there was not anybody to sit up with, 
and 1 have made it :i rub; to get up 
when I have to. This resulted in an 
unswerving line of regularity. 

"In the matter of diet, which is nu- 
other main thing — >1 have been persist- j 
ontly strict in sticking to the things 
which did not agree with me until one j 
of the other of us got Oho best of it. Un- 
til lately 1 got the best of it myself, but I 
lust spring I stopped frolllcking with | 
Wince pie after midnight. Up till then 
1 had always believed it was not loaded. 
For :!() years I have taken coffee and, 
•bread at S in the morning and no bite 
nor sup till 7:30 in the evening. 

Smoking and Drinking 

"I have made it a rule never to smoke 
more than one cigar at a time. I have 
no other restrictions us regards smoking. 
I do not know just when I begun to 
smoke. 1 only know that It wus In my 
father's lifetime and t'hat 1 was discreet. 
He passed from this life early in 1S-17 
when 1 was a shade past 11. Ever since 
then I have smoked publicly as an exam- 
ple to others, and. not that I cared for 
'moderation myself, it has always been 
my rule never to smoke- when asleep 
and never to refrain when awake. 

"Ah for drinking, I have no rule about 
that. When the others drink I like to 
help; otherwise 1 remain dry. by habit 
und preference. This dryness does not 
hurt, but it could easily hurt you, be- 
cause you are diffcronl. You lot it 
nlone. 

Corner in Codliver Oil 

"Since I was 7«ycars old I have scl- 
dofn taken a dose of medicine and still 
seldoincr needed one. But up to 7 1 
lived exclusively on aiopathic medicines. 
Not that I needed them, for I don't think 
I did: it wits for economy. My father 
took a drug store for debt, and it made 
codliver oil cheaper than other break- 
fast foods. 1 was the first Standard 
Oil trust. 1 had it all. But when 
the drug store was exhausted ray health 
was established and there 1ms never 
'been much the matter iwith me since. 

"I have never taken any execrisc, ex- 
cept sleeping and resting, and I never 
intend to take any. Exorcise is loath- 
some and it cannot be nuy benefit when 
you are tired. I was always tired. 
Severely Moral Life 

"I have always lived a severely moral 
tlifo. But it would be a mistake for 
other people to try it. or for me to rec- 
ommend it. Very few would succeed. 
You would have to have a perfectly col- 
ossal stock of morals and you can't get 
them on a margin. You have to have 
the whole thing and put them in your 
box. Morals arc an acquirement — like 
music, like a foreign language, like pity, 
poker, paralysis. 

"Three score years and ten — 

"It. is the scriptural statute of limita- 
tions. After that you owe no active 
duties. For you the strenuous life is 
over. You are a time-expired man, to 
use Kipling's military phrase, You 
have served your term, well or less well, 
and you are mustered out. Von are be- 
come an honorary member of the repub- 
lic; you are emancipated; compulsions 
arc not for you, nor any bugle call, but 
'lights out,' yon pay the time-worn duty 
bills if vou choose, or decline if yon pre- 
fer — and without, prejudice, for they are 
nol legally collectible."
